London, Nov. 29. 
A Ministry of Health report 
today listed the need for more 
beds and nurses in Britain’s 
mental homes as the most 
pressing of the nation's health 
problems, 


In its annual report for 1953, 
the Ministry revealed thot there 
were 189,135 peoplo in mental 
hospitals, fest year compared 
with 131/469 when the national 
health service began in -848. 


At the end of last ycar there 
wero 2,649 unstaffed beds in 
mental hospitals ond mental de- 
ficiency hospitals, The waiting 
list for mental deficiency 
hospitals rose from 6,108 in 1948 
to 6,088 in 1052 and showed a 
drop for the first Ume last year 
to 8442,
